Sacramento's toxic waste headache

McClellan attempts waste containment

One of the tromes of the United States’ toxic waste 
problem lies with the military: the very organization 
designed to protect us from danger has been inadvertently 
poisoning the country from within. Three of the 10 worst 
toxic waste polluters in the nation are military bases 

In 1979 when Aerojet became the focus of the dnve to 
eradicate hazardous waste in groundwater, McClellan Aur 
Force Base in Sacramento recognized that, since they had 
been using many of the same solvents used at Aerojet 
they probably had a similar problem. And indeed they did 

McClellan's parucular problem resulted from placing 
solvents used in the cleaning and repair of aircraft parts. 
mainly dichloroethylene and tnchloroethylene (DCE and 
TCF), in numerous disposal pits on base. That had been

Today, Mahlomola Khumalo and Andre 
someday their country will be, as Khumalo says, 
sgalitanan society, where the color of a person will be as irrelevant as the 
shape of his ears.” 

These two CSUS students come from a nation segregated through a 
system of racial discrimination known as apartheid. Only five million 
whites decide who rules South Afnca, denying the vote and basic civil rights 
io the increasingly disquicted black population of 22 million 

Since the 1976 Soweto nots, there has been an upheaval of black 
militant unrest. Khumalo, a 26-year-old economics and business mayor 
hved in Soweto during this ume 

One mght, the police barged into Soweto homes and arrested hgh 
school students whom the government believed to be the cause of the 
uprisings. Khumalo was one of them. “The police knocked down our doors 
and jusi took us. They had hounds with them, military tanks, spotlights 
everything.” 

At age 17, Khumalo was detained in a Johannesburg prison for four 
months
